REMINISCENCES OF: THE DUKE. oF¥ 
: .. WELLINGTON, 

In the January number of Murray's Maga- 
xine the Dowager Indy De Ros writes, the 
first: part of her * Persounl Racolluctions ‘of 
the Great Duke of Wollington.” Tidy Do 

' Roe was the daughter of the Duke of Bich- 
mond, in whose houses in the Rue de la Blan- 
chisseria, in Brussels, the historic ball was 
given the vight befors Waterloo: We extract 
the most interosting passages, 

THE WATBEL O BALI, . 

My mother’s now famois ball took place 
ine large room on: the ground-floor on the 
left of the entrance, connected with the rest 
of the houso by an ante-room. - It had been 
used by the eonch-builder from whom the 

* house was hired to put carriages in; but it 
wis paperéd before we came thara; and I 
recollect the paper—a trellis patiern with 
roses. ° When the Duke ‘arrived, rathor Inte, 
at the ball, [ waa dancing, but at once want 
up to bim to ask about the rumours.
